London, July 10.—With the foreign­ 
ers in Peking probably smfe 
amid 
civirwar, with Prince Ching on their 
side, ^vith the powers united and their 
forces constantly increasing^ the out­ 
look in China is now rather more hope­ 
ful than it has been for a month. 
It 
appears from the cautious statement 
given out by Taotai Shang in Shang­ 
hai that the reason that the heavy 
guns bearing on the legations at Pe­ 
king were not used is that Prince Ching, 
who is served by 10,000 troops, seized 
all the artillery ammunition. 
Sheng 
likewise intimates that YungLu, com­ 
mander-in-chief of the northern army, 
is associated with Prince Ching in op­ 
posing Prince Tuan’s ferocious designs 
and dictatorial ambition. Sheng, who 
appears to be the sole Shanghai con­ 
duit of Peking news, cheers the for­ 
eign consuls by 
these 
confidential 
communications, but takes excessive 
precautions to prevent 
the Chinese 
from thinking him friendly to the for­ 
eigners.

‘‘The empress dowager, so far from be­ 
ing dead, is actively striving to prevent 
the factions fighting.

prolongation of 
the 
present 
anarchy. 
Prince Tuan is quite willing that Ching 
should be decapitated, but the dowagei 
empress will not allow this. Prince Tuan 
has decided that he will take full respon­ 
sibility. He purposes to retake Tientsin 
and Taku. Outside o f Peking, except in 
the Pe-Chili and Shan Tung country, th€ 
people are supremely indifferent.”

However, all this may be, the allies 
at Tientsin are having an exceedingly 
unpleasant time. 
The last engage­ 
ment of which news has come through, 
occurred on July G. 
The Chinese a r­

better, the shells exploding with pre­ 
cision and setting fire to several build­ 
ings. H. M. S. Terrible’s guns again 
quieted the Chinese, who, shifting their 
artillery, reopened the attack in the 
afternoon, but a thunderstorm break­ 
ing, the Chinese suddenly quit. The 
allies immediately attacked' and drove 
the Chinese from their works, but lost 
30 killed or wounded in so doing.

least two regiments in addition to the 
Ninth infantry already sent to Taku. 
It was said that the cabinet officers con­ 
sidered this subject and decided to give 
the necessary orders, looking to a re­ 
placement of the troops withdrawn 
from Gen. MacArthur’s command from 
the force going out from the United 
States. 
None of the cabinet officers 
would admit or deny this, so it gained 
some measure of credence. Unless Ja ­ 
pan is to be left to do all of the fight­ 
ing in the immediate future, Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur must respond to this demand. 
By drawing upon the Philippine force, 
at least a month could be saved in 
landing troops in China.

When thus 
accourted the clown Is beaten, kicked 
and clubbed until the audience^shrleks 
tself Into tears and the clown is none 
the worse oflf but the acrobatic work is 
only a small part of the clown’s per­ 
formance. You can scarcely find a 
humorous phase of life which 
the 
clowns do not touch or a neroic feature 
which they do not burlesque 
Every character of any 
Interest 
whatever Is Imitated or charactured, 
policemen, 
politicians, 
capitalists, 
speakers, musicians and artists are 
given attention which delights the 
crowd. For one of the things which 
most pleases an Americah audience is 
to see some one made fun of. 


So popular have/‘become the clown 
eatures that men are coming to have 
rivals and competitors in the field that 
are not sneered at. 


No circus is now complete without a 
number of animals trained to do funny 
turns in addition to the full quota of 
human clowns. 
So intelligent are 
some of the clown animab that they 
almost appear to see the humorous side 
of the tricks they are performing. 
Dogs play old women, have prize fights, 
wrestling matches, cry and weep over 
one another and so on, while elephants 
get drunk, play policemen, arrest each 
other, play musical Instruments, keep 
time and In fact do everything but 
talk.

Han­ 
bury-Tracy replied that he held Rusten- 
burg for her m ajesty’s go%*ernment and 
Intended to continue to occupy It. 
Tho 
enemy then opened lire with artillery and 
tried to take the heights commanding the 
town, but did not succeed, owing to the 
good arrangements made by Hanbury- 
Tracy and his officers.

Chronic poverty, caused by excessive 


taxation necessary for the support of 
the civil service in India, was given 
as the reason for the Indiian famines by 
Bipin Chandra Pal in his address before 
tho Boston Christian Endeavor union. 
The meeting was for the benefit of t h e 
starving millions in India, 


Mr. Pal is a native of Calcutta, a 
member of the PrahmoiSomaj, or so- 
iety for the worship of the only true 
God. an educated lUndoo, one of the 
most intelligent and cultivated of his 
race. 
In speaking of the inmine, Mr. 
Pal said to a St. Louis Ilepubllc corre­ 
spondent: 


“Some people say to me: ‘^Vh3' don’t 
you irrigate, so th a t the failure of rain 
will not ruin the crops?’ Others say: 
‘Why can you not teach your people to 
engage in agriculture on a scientific 
basis so that, the crops will not be a 
failure?’ 


“To these questions I answer that it 
is not the failure of the crops that is 
respotusible for the terrible famines 
which devastate India from time 
to 
lime. 


“ Whatever the trouble may be. It is a 
I'hronic trouble and attacks my people 
ill an acute form. 


“According to Sir William FTunter, at 
one time the statistical registrar of I n ­ 
dia. 40,00n.'0n'0 of people live oti insuiìl- 
cient food. Out of the 300,000,0<X) souls 
in Ind'ia 40,0fi(),00ti exist on one meal a 
day. 
That meal, instead of being on 
meat or some really Ktrengthening and 
nourishing matter, consists of cereals 
or vegetables, varied at times with a 
small piece of fish.
